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This paper is submitted in response to the Restriction Requirement dated August 6, 
2009. The due date for response is extended for two months, by payment herein of the 

appropriate government fees. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants hereby provisionally elect 
Group VI, claims 1-5, drawn to a clytin photoprotein variant having a Gu^C substitution 
(SEQ ID NO:7), with traverse . Applicants reserve the right to file one or more divisional 
applications to the non-elected subject matter. 

Applicants' traversal of the Restriction Requirement is on the following grounds. In 
contrast to assertions in the Restriction Requirement, Applicants respectfully submit that 
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the inventions of Groups l-XLV relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1, as they contain a special technical feature not disclosed in the cited reference of 
Lambolez et al. (PCT Publication No. WO 03/006497, hereinafter "Lambolez"). Applicants 
submit that the instantly claimed clytin photoprotein variants are characterized by 
enhanced bioluminescence (higher intensity of light emission). Applicants note that 
although Lambolez discloses thermostability and duration of luminescence for clytin 
photoprotein variants, Lambolez fails to disclose the intensity of luminescence for these 
variants. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the Restriction 
Requirement, and examination of all of the claims on the merits.
